no more four per cent, bonds can be ob 
tained from Ihn Treasury until the arrange 
montshave been uiude for refunding the 
ten.forties, is not true.

WASHINGTON, April !).— The tenth and 


ast section of tjio Japanese Treaty, which 
was officially promulgated this morning, 
gives serioua offence to persons who are 
anxious for Japan to assert her independent 
sovereignty. These persons declare that 
this article practically renders tho whole 
treaty nugatory, ns it loaves its confirmation 
dependent on the action of England and 
other treaty powers which are notoriously 
opposed to its provisions. 
The conclusion 


of a treaty, however, between the United 
States and Japan, independently of the rati- 
fication by other treaty powers, might lead 
to serious diplomatic complications between 
England on the one hand and Russia and 
this country on the other, and Japan has 
not desired to precipitate such a contro- 
versy. 


It is understood that Minister Bingham, 


on his return to Japan, will inako an effort 
to securo to Japan her autonomy without n 
violation of existing treaty stipulations.

GROES.

exodus or negroes from, tho Soutb, has also 
some interesting documentary evidence ol 
unfair treatment of which the colored ref- 
ugees complain, and which they declare 
makes it impossible for them to live longer 
in their old home. 
Among the papers re- 


ferred to are the original contracts and ac- 
counts current brought from Madison par- 
ish, Louisiana, not far from Vicksburg and 
other sections. 
Tbeso contracts show that 


tbo negroes are charged ,$10 a year rent for 
ltmd which would hardly soil for that price 
if put upon tho market. 
Tbe current prices 


of provisions are outrageously extortionate, 
and there is hardly a single article for wbicli 
the 
negroes arc not ' required to pay
